DYFNGWM MINES.—In accordance with the requestof Messrs. 4 
Taylor and Sons, | bave made a careful survey of the mining property called Dyfngwm, 
sitaate in Darowen, Montgomeryshire, 10 miles south-east of Machynlleth and 12 miles 
from the shipping port of Derwenlas. This sett extends for about 700 fms. in length and 
about 260 fms in width, throagh which traverse three large lodes, bat only two of them 
have been laid open and wrought upon to any extent, which are called the Esgairgaled 
and Dyfngwm lodes. These are the lodes on which the Dylife mines are worked, which 
are immediately to the east. The western part of the workings in Dylife mines are not 
more than 60 fms. east of the boundary. ese lodes are about 50 fms. apart from each 
other at the surface, and running nearly parallel in the direction of about Ww 
north of east and south of west, underlaying north about | ft. 6 iu. per fm., but the south 
lode, which is not seen much of at surface, is laid open to some extent in the 42 fathom 
level, and at this point is underlaying north about 2 ft. 6 in. per fathom, and rauning tn 
the same direction as the other lodes seen at the surface.

This mine ts laid 
open by means of a cross-cat which is driven from the south side of the hill to the extent 
of abont 200 fms., at which point it intersected the Dyfngwm lode about 40 fms. below 
the surface, The adit level is extended east and west of this point to a considerable ex- 
tent, which has passed through a lode varying from 3 to 6 ft. wide, principally composed 
of spar, blende, carbonate of lime, and clay-slate, intermixed throughout with lead ore, 
which has been worked away by the former parties to a great extent, and from all 
accounts has yielded many tons of ore.

EXPLOSIONS IN COAL MINES. 

Sin,—The communication by Mr. Leithead, in your last Journal, will, 
doubtless, be gladly received and highly appreciated by the owners and 
butties of all badly-ventilated mines, for to them a more “comfortable 
doctrine” could not be prom , than that—‘* Most assuredly we do 
commit a gross absurdity when we place our dependence solely, or even 
chiefly, upon what some are pleased to call ‘a perfect system of ventila- 
tion ;’”’ and “ that ventilation will not only of itself afford no security to 
the miner, but even will render his danger more imminent.” Many of 
your readers may imagine that the gross absurdity is more properly ap- 
plicable to other parties than to the advocates o good ventilation, and 
that the propounder of such principles searcely requires serious notice. 
Unfortunately, however, there are too many who are entrusted with the 
management of collieries, whose ignorance and selfishness will induce not 
only a ready credence to Mr, Leithead’s cheap system, but a practical 
illustration of it by continuing their present practice, and then refer to 
his letter in the columns of the Mining Journal for a justification of their 
barbarous and homicidal conduct. It is deeply to be regretted that an 

m should attempt to give advice upon a subject so immediately af- 
Ketng the health and lives of thousands of industrious men, where even 
a -intentioned mistake may — the deaths of ree without 
deing y qualified by a thoroughly practical, as well as a theoretical 
know. shar fo subject, With ail ue respect to Mr. Leithead, and 
giving him full credit for his good intentions, his communication proves 
either that he is no collier, or a very unobservant one; and that, as a 
theorist, he has omitted some very important provisions in his scheme of 
mine ventilation. In the first place, he is under a great mistake if he 
thinks, as he appears to do, that the advocates of perfect yentilation pro- 
hibit the use of the safety-lamp. On the contrary, in all fiery mines its 
constant use as an auxiliary means of safety to good ventilation has been 
urgently recommended, and the quotation from Mr. Blackwell’s recent 

phlet is merely an echo of former and oft-repeated advice. Secondly, 
it may be observed that ‘gas rushing violently from the coal,” &c., is by 
no means an ordinary event, but one of comparatively rare occurrence, 
which is always specially provided for in well-regulated collieries. The 
fire-damp usually exudes slowly, but constantly, from the exposed strata, 
and may be pow and effectually rendered perfectly innoxious by a per- 
fect system of ventilation. Had your correspondent been much in fiery 
eollieries, he could not have failed to have observed those facts, nor would 
his faith in Dalton’s doctrine, as to the “ diffusion of gases,” have re- 
mained free from scepticism. He would have seen there “ that the gaseous 
bodies do [not] mingle uniformly with each other, whatever may be their 
density;”’ and had he held his lamp near the roof, would have had occular 
demonstration to that effect. And, thirdly, when your correspondent re- 
commends that the air in a mine should be maintained in a foul state, and 
that the fire-damp should not be diluted even to the extent of the explo- 
sive point, he seems to have forgotten that atmospheric air is an indis- 
pensable necessary to animal existence, and that when breathed in a vitiated 
state, without its due proportion of oxygen, it produces disease and death. 
Had he experienced the effect of respiring such an atmosphere even for a 
single day—had he suffered from the head-ache, nausea, loss of appetite, 
and prostration of strength, which ensues, he would have been somewhat 
more chary in advising that others should be compelled to live—not for 
a day now and then, but for the whole of their brief existence—in such 
an atmosphere, 

With these evidences before us of the writer's non-acquaintance with 
the actual circumstances and real requirements of a fiery colliery, we are 
fully warranted in utterly rejecting the dangerous advice he has given, 
especially as that advice is founded in error, and directly opposed to the 
principles and practice deduced from actual and long experience, assisted 
and confirmed by scientific research. 

Had Mr. Leithead perused the numerous papers which have appeared 
in your columns during the last few years, he could not have failed to 
observe the continuous effort which has been made to abolish the very 
system which he now recommends, and the severe comments which have 
been made on the conduct of those who obstinately adhere to the cheap 
expedients of a foul mine and the safety-lamp, instead of applying a per- 
fect system of ventilation. This is no trifling question ; on the contrary, 
it is one of vital importance, and it behoves all who diseuss it to be espe- 
cially careful not to arrest the progress of improvement, nor to counte- 
nance retrogression ; and it is to be regretted that opinions, however ill- 
founded, so diametrically opposed to all sound principles, should have been 
promulgated in your columns. It has been clearly and indubitably esta- 
blished that the safety of the men in fiery mines depends primarily on a 
perfect system of ventilation, and secondarily on the stringent prohibition 
of the use of naked or exposed lights. Any other system, however plau- 
sibly recommended, is replete with imminent danger. If your corre- 
spondent, or any of your readers, entertaina doubt as to the truth of this 

ition, they have only to refer to the parliamentary reports, to the pub- 
ished volumes of the Mining Journal, and to other able publications on 
the subject, to find ample confirmation of its correctness, 

In conclusion, Mr. Leithead may rest assured that these comments upon 
his communication are uninfluenced by any uncourteous feeling towards 
him, but are dictated solely by a sincere desire to promote the interests of 
humanity, and an anxiety that the progress of improvement in the ma- 
nagement of mines ‘nay not be arrested, even by well-intentioned but mis- 
taken opinions on this momentous subject.

COLLIERY VENTILATION. 


S1z,— Your correspondents upon the subject of coal mine accidents would 
do well to visit some of the extensive mines, and learn the nature of the 
Measures now in practice, before venturing upon such sweeping theories. 
One writer will tell us that ventilation does but aggravate the evil, by 
rendering that gas explosive which was before harmless: and he cries out, 
why not use the Davy lamp? Another would have all the minute details 
managed and directed by Government Inspectors. A third will have the 
education of the colliers the grand preventive, coupled with compulsory 
laws for instituting life and death societies, anda ‘ Mine Bank of England.” 
Then, Nitshill must be cited to show that a high state of ventilation will 
not do; whereas, by looking into the Inspectors’ Report, it will be seen 
that a considerable extent of working had been, some wnlooked for 
event, without ventilation at all. Sir H. De la Beche is quoted to show 
that no general system can be devised, nor can any particular line be drawn 
as to where the naked lights ought or ought not te be used. Many mines 
are without inflammable gas. Gas appears in some seams and portions of 
the pit, but not in others. Again, how does it happen that explosions have 
often oceurred in collieries under the management of viewers held up to 
the world as both highly practical and scientific, such as Mr. Wood, Mr. 
Forster, Mr. Darlington, &c. And if these catastrophes are occurring 
under the immediate eye of these functionaries, with what reason is it ex- 
pected that Government Inspectors will be able to prevent all accidents 
by explosion. It is very good to talk about education, but do we not see 
the diffictilties which beset every attempt to legislate for the great public, 
and what more can be expected than that the calliery population shall par- 
— in whatever general plan is fallen upon? 

hen, the Government Inspectors ought to do this, that, and the other; 
and there ought to be as many inspectors and sub-inspectorsas toenablethem 
to see all the details, and direct and control the movements in the mines. 
Now, to effect this the Government must have a staff of officers and sub-offi- 
cers as numerous as the functionaries of the present coal proprietary. The 
eminent colliery viewer, even, does not see all the detailed workings under 
his guidance ; but he has his underviewer, his overmen, his deputy-over- 
men, &c., like the organisation of an army, with its colonels, majors, cap- 
tains, &c.; and is it to be ope that the public, or the great mining 
proprietary in the Houses of Parliament, will sanction any bill having for 
Its object the supersedence of the colliery management, not to mention 
the enormous charge upon the consolidated fund? And when all that is 
done, are the Goyernment I to be made answerable for all acci- 
dents? But from what source is Government to draw such an enormous 
staff, when it is notorious that the t Inspectors are so i!l paid that 
nothing less ean be expected than they will seck to fly off to other pur- 
suits, for such has already been the case withtwoof them? No; depend 
upon it that Government inspection of mines in this country will never 
be put upon such a footing as on the continent, where the State owns the 
pe ewer and the mining engineers are merely check viewers and rent 
lectors. The working of the Act in this country must be by way of 
control or check over managers, whilst care must be taken to allow 
the responsibility to rest where it is. 
_ . Undoubtedly, several amendments will be introduced into the new bill, 
But the public must not expect such a bill as will command s constant 
a 





of the details of every one’s working. However, the committee 
is now at its work, and as far as we can understand it is well selected, and 
designs to carry out a fair and independent examination of the subject, 
apart from this or that crotchet; whilst the ventilation portion of the in- 
vestigation will decide the issue as between the steam-jet and the fur- 
nace, so many extensive experiments having been carried out in the 
mines since the sitting of the committee of 1852. The advocates of the 
jet must now vindicate their theories, or the cause is lost for ever. I mean 
as a ventilating power, more cheap and effective than any other, for such 
is the allegation of its admirers, both scientific and practical. f 
We hope to see some interesting evidence from Mr. Gurney and his fol- 
lowers on the one side, and the Government and other practi- 
cal men on the other; for all committee of pone “ry ey a 
i , especially with practical; departments ton Delay 
rn tase fall fe been so severely commented upon sinee the evidence 
was given—the one having been tested by the Government officials, and 
the other having exploded, and been found wanting in the steam-jet, so 
highly eulogised by its mai To show with how little interest those 
subjects inspire the public, committee-room is scarcely visited by 8 
single stranger, not even the scientific theorists, who delight so much to 
figure in the Mining Journal, and whenever any unfortunate explosion 
shall occur. Surely, these elaborate examinations are calculated to in- 
form and instruct lookers on; but many speculative persons imagine that 
they possess mining knowledge by intuition, rather than gather it from 
practical sources.—J une 29.

VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES, 


Siz,—We have had much of discussion in your pages and elsewhere on 

the comparative value of the furnace and the enya for the purpose of 
mine ventilation. In the few remarks I have to make I do not intend to 
argue in favour of either one or the other, believing both to be good to a 
certain extent. Iam anxious that some plan should be arrived at for effec- 
tually preventing those dreadful explosions of which we so frequently hear. 
The steam-jet and the furnace are either of them capable of ventilating a 
mine, and that safely; but there is a limit to their efficiency, and when 
we hear of the failure of one or the other, he should not rashly condemn 
the system, but enquire whether more has not been expected than common 
sense warrant. 
It cannot be supposed that an apparatus sufficient for the ventilating of 
a colliery of 150 acres will be equally effective when the works are ex- 
tended to 300, or perhaps to 500, acres. In this case the ventilation cannot 
be safely carried on either by enlarging the furnace, or increasing the 
pressure of steam; yet how often do we see this attempted, and with 
what terrible results. Then, we have coroners’ inquests, with inspectors’ 
reports, which generally end with—‘‘ From the disordered state of the 
workings, resulting from the explosion, it is, of course, impossible to form 
an opinion as to the state of the mine before the explosion, but I am of 
opinion that there had been a great on of inflammable gas.” 
Now, this is all the inspector can arrive at, not being acquainted with the 
state of the mine previous to the explosi 

When a colliery extends to 200 acres, additional air shafts should be 
sunk, upeast and downcast, for it is not enough that a great quantity of 
air be brought down the shaft, it must be made to sweep the w mine. 
By adopting this plan the air courses would be shortened, and, as a matter 
of course, the circulation of air would be more rapid and forcible. Another 
great advantage would be that in the event of an explosion occurring in 
the middle of the mine the workmen would havetwo places of exit, either 
of which they might safely fly to without coming into contact with the 
after-damp. Double air-courses should be kept constantly in advance of 
the main workings, and an endeavour should be constantly made to sur- 
round the whole of the coal-field by air-courses. By adopting this plan, 
the gas would be liberated, and an explosion rendered next to impossible. 

Wherever a stopping is erected it should be made in a solid manner, 
with bricks and mortar, and the slit filled with the refuse of the mine. 
The trap doors for diverting the air should be made self-acting, so as to 
be closed by the air in its attempt to gain the upcast shaft. And, above 
all things, a splitting of the air in its passage through the mine should be 
avoided. ‘The Davy lamp has been condemned by theorists on the same 
grounds as the furnace. Coal masters (there are some honourable excep- 
tions) are too apt to believe that an expenditure of 100 pence on a safety- 
lamp is equivalent to 100/, laid out in sinking an additional air shaft. I 
think it would be a very beneficial measure if the Legislature were to pass 
a law prohibiting the working of any mine that could not be safuly wrought 
with the common Davy lamp and the ordinary furnace 

I believe that a very great proportion of accidents in mines is attribatable 
to the cupidity of the owners; and I feel certain that if a law were made, 
making it incumbent on the owner of a mine where a life is lost to con- 
tribute (not through the medium of the parish) to the support of the widows 
or orphans, consequent thereon we should have explosions very few and 
far between. Coroners’ inquests are important as a means of arriving at 
the true cause of an explosion. It is generally attributed to the reckless- 
ness of some unfortunate collier who lies numbered among the dead, when 
perhaps it is well known to have been occasioned by some one or other 
who is allowed to go scot free. I have ventured, Sir, to trouble you with 
these remarks, in the hope that the subject will be taken up by some abler 
person than myself, and if good should result from it I shall be thankful 
that I have not laboured in yain.

BRITISH MINES. 


ALBION CLAY-WORKS (Sr. Exopen, Conswa.).—These works now present a 
very interesting and animated appearance, both as 8 the extent of the opera- 
tions and the nature of the machinery, which is considered to be the most powerful 
and wo ney of any clay-work in the county.

domestic experience, to be conducive to the best and most vital interests 
of employers and employed. The Commission heretofore appointed to 
report on the m of coal labour in Germany and in France have 
very fairly recorded the policy adopted by the different Governments; and 
have, in comparing foreign man nt with our own, established the 
fact, that this country has been doggedly enduring evils, while other 
natiuns have been correcting them. All this is certainly not a very con- 
solatory retrospection: but so it is; and we are now compelled to follow 
in this matter in the wake of people over whom we are ever aspiring to 
superiority. The amour propre of our scientific body and that of the 
Coal proprietary is no doubt wounded, and they are all very naturally ex- 
ceedingly sensitive upon the subject of foreign mine discipline ; but had 
they hearkencd to the countless warnings given them, recourse need not 
now be had to French, Belgian, and Germanic systems for principles of 


=. 

ow many years of loss to owners might have been spared them had 
they, when first the necessity for a change of pit discipline was mooted 
in the columns of this Journal, cast off old prejudices, and instead of 
cresting themselves against what was termed innovation on “ rights of 
| property and private interests,” have gradually promoted changes in the 
| workings, consonant with the progress of science and intelligence, against 
which they could not close their eyes, and the influence of which their 
common sense might have told them could not be controlled. 

It is useless now to decry the policy of adapting to the mine-manage- 
ment of this country the beneficial modes of exploitation practised on the 
jcontinent. The capricious nationality which would hesitate to adopt a 
good, because it is foreign, is as mischievous as it Js ridiculous. Justice 
| is universal in its essence; and they who would in a paltry spirit of “anti- 
| crappoism ” turn from the evidence thereof, which is proved to exist in 
the mine-codes of other countries, are unworthy of any rank, position, or 
consideration in their own. This mawkish “ patriotism” is not suited to 
the present day. Sir James Macxrntosn’s axiom is here truly appli- 
cable, and it were well if others than Government and coalowners would 
reduce it to practice :—“ It is time that men should learn to tolerate no- 
thing ancient that reason does not ,and to shrink from no novelty 
to which reason may conduct.” In this lies the whole mystery of sound 
legislation, and of the right conduet of social existence. 

If, as we advance along the shores of life, we pick up the relics of bygone 
worlds, and study them, the abstract will be conducive to the right use of 
an existing creation; and we owe it as a duty to the Being from whom we 
derive intelligence to so bring all matter subservient to it, that when we, 
too, shall have passed away, traces may remain to school the mind, and 
indicate its course. 
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Although we do not agree with the cynic, who would teach that one of 
the evidences of Trurx is the natural tendency of human nature to op- 
pose and misrepresent it; ne vertheless, it is wondrous strange how liable 
one’s best intentions, even when directed to the advaneement of the most 
ethical principles, are to be misconstrued—nay more, misinterpreted with 
a gravity ; itself so perfect a counterfeit of wisdom, that the judgment 
becomes enthralled, and fiction for the nonce possesses the power of fact.

_ The principle on which the Master of the Rotus acted was quite con- 
sistent with the established rules of Equity, for Lord Expon long since 


decided, in the case of a coal mine, that where the reversioner stands by, 
looking on, and then sets up a claim after a great expenditure has been 
incurred, a Court of Equity will deem his conduct inequitable, even 
amounting to a fraud, and refuse its aid. (1 Swan 208.) 
The tenure, in respect of which this case arose, leases for three lives, 
with a covenant for perpetual renewal on the fall of each life, or, as they 
are generally termed, leases ; for lives renewable for ever is peculiar to 
Ireland. It is generally understood that it was introduced by the great

It may be observed, that it was intimated to the Court, that the Mar- 
quis of S160 intended to apply to convert his renewable leasehold tenure 
into a tenure in fee. In order to effect this object, he must avail him- 
self of a recent Act, the 12th and 13th Vic. c. 105, passed expressly for 
that purpose, enabling a tenant to commute his fines, cither by an in 
creased rent, or a payment in money, and thereupon to obtain a fee-farm 
grant. By the ith, section it is provided, “ that were any right to mincs, 
minerals, quarries, or royalties, is annexed to or belongs to the reversion, the 
grantor and the grantee in the fee-farm grant may agree to modify the grant, 
and the fee-farm rent may be inereased by such amount as is equivalent lo 
the value of the right ; and where, by the conversion of the grant into a fee- 
Sarm, the increased fee-farm rent would not confer a sufficient compensation, 
a sum of money in gross may be paid for the right, or, by consent, a portion 
of the lands comprised in the lease may be allocated in lieu of the rent, and 
the rent charged only on the residue.” The proceedings, directed by the 
statute, are by petition to the Court of Chancery, and the Act givés very 
simple and summary powers to a Master to adjust the rights.

When, however, we find that the Legislature itself has em- 
powered an extensive class of their tenants to acquire rights, which were 
not originally conferred on them either by the law or the contract, the 
consciousness of the bencfits to be derived from the judicious exercise of 
such privileges must necessarily stimulate the landlords of that country 
to adopt the same liberal spirit in treating and dealing with capitalists, 
which generally, at least, characterise the nobility and gentry of England,

Does not this simple fact alone point out 
the incompetence and mismanagement of those connected with the direc- 
tory, both abroad and at home? But let this pass, as well as the varied 
class of the motley British, Belgian, French, and Spanish shareholders. 
The liquidators are nowhere, the trustees are in the same predicament, 
and suddenly we hear that Mr. Joun Cunnincuam, and Mr. Kennetu 
Mackenzir, have signed a convention with M. Grima.p1, the Spanish 
consul in Paris, and agent of the Duke of Rtanzangs, on behalf of the 
English shareholders, Although we know something of these gentlemen, 
we never heard they were cither trustees or liquidators, and on behalf of 
the shareholders we are curious to know from whence they obtained their 
powers; it may be possible that probably they are carrying out the views 
of a certain clique; but this we can assert, they do not embody the views 
of the major part of the unfortunate shareholders. In our opinion no one 
concerned with the company have done their duty ; if the liquidators could 
not have obtained a satisfactory solution of the question, they should have 
thrown the question into Chancery, so that this efe¢e company, which had 
become a bye word in Spain, should be wound up. The trustees did no- 
thing ; a reason for this may be assigned from the fact that as two of them 
were deeply implicated in the birth, they did not wish to attend at the fu- 
neral of their ricketty bantling.

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THE [RON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM. | 

June 30.—The prelimi meeting of the iron and coal masters of 
this district, which has been looked forward to with such great interest, 
was held this evening at Stewpony, a distance of about 20 miles from this: 
town, and the result been what I anticipated in my last letter—a re- 
duction of 20s. per ton upon bar-iren, and a corresponding fall in the price 
of pig-iron. Nine pounds is, therefore, the declared price, but doubts are 
entertained as to the stability of this quotation, owing to the fact that 
during the past quarter 8/. and 8/. 10s. were not refused for large orders. 
The trade was reported brisk, and some large orders for rails were said to 
have been reevived by the last arrivals from America and the Continent, 
but it was deemed advisable to reduce the price to meet the requirements 
of the home market. , 

The coal trade still continues in a prosperous state. The demand is 
great, and the high prices of the winter months are upheld, notwithstand- 


the decreased consumption for domestic \ 
e metal market has been exceedingly dull during the past week, and 
al er in rather an anomalous position—the result of the recent im- 


prudent,and impolitic operations of the copper smelters, At .108/. per 
ton, the manufacturers will not purchase more than is absolutely neces- 
sary for immediate wants, and although the manufacturers are compara- 
tively busy, the metal dealers are not effecting more sales than when 
copper was at 1407. per ton, and tin 20/. more than at present. This is to 
be attributed to present high prices, which have brought into the market 
old brass and copper, which is now being worked up, and supplying the 
place of new metak py bee js of Liverpool, Hull, head of the 
manufacturing towns of England, large quantifies of old es, and 
every description of scrap copper and tin, are daily being received here, 
and realizing prices which heretofore were never thought of, and amply 
tepays those who have embarked in the trade of gathering old metal. As 
this means of supply, however, cannot be of very long duration, and the 
continental market is represented as being firm, expectations are enter- 
tained by the metal dealers, that the trade will soon resume its ordinary 
course, and without any material alteration in price. Of this, however, 
doubts may not be unreasonably entertained, as it must be obvious to all 
those acquainted with the Birmingham trade, that had it not been for the 
advantages of the Australian market, the advances in the metal trade 
during the last four months must have amounted to an entire suspension 
of many branches of trade, of which we have hitherto had almost exclu- 
sive possession. Many American buyers who came here for the spring 
trade, finding the enormous high prices which they were required to pay, 
directed their attention to the French and German markets; and had the 
price of the raw material been kept up longer, the injury which the trade 
of this town would have sustained must have been considerable. 

Amongst the most recent inventions, may be noticed one by Mr. 
Edward Simons, of this town, for securing a ready and immediate means 
of communication between the guards and drivers of railway trains. The 
invention consists of a rod extending the entire length of the train, and 
designed from its construction to bend, lengthen, and shorten in any di- 
rection, without interfering with the transmission of the rotatory motion 
from end to end; a handle with a pointer terminates the shaft at each 
ond, the pointer revolving against the disk or dial, having coloured lenses 
inserted in it. A bell is then suspended at the top of each dial, and by 
the guard turning the handle at his end of the train, the bell at the driver's 
end is struck by the pointer, and attention is instantly called to the dial, 
and from which he ascertains the washes of the guard by the colour of the 
lens at, which the finger points, and he is thus e to regulate the 
train as the circumstances of the case may require. 

There is also another invention for the same purpose, by Mr, Bird, 
chemist, of Worcester-strect,. and the principle is highly spoken of. 
Another invention of a different description, but no less useful in the 
branch of manufacture to which it is applied, has just been patented by 
Mr. Walker, of Graham-street. It is a machine for effecting an improve- 
ment. in the manufacture of buttons, by which a great saving of a costly 
material and labour will be achieved. By the present mode of filling 
buttons with pasteboard, four esses by hand are requisite, but the new 
machine is intended to secure the. same result by one operation, in addition 
to the substitution of much cheaper material. 

The accounts received since my last letter from the mines at a distance 
are satisfactory. 

From the Mixon Great Consols Mine, the report received by Mr. Lewis, 
from Mr. W. Bishop and Mr. Tregea, is satisfactory. ‘Things at the mine 
are going on favourably and looking well, bidding fair to realise all our 
expectations. No one of our prospects has yet been gloomy, but all seem 
to brighten as we goon. The tributers are dressing the ore raised by 
them: it is of good quality. Our machinery is being brought on to the 
mine very fast.” 

From the West Crinnis Copper Mine, the report states : ‘We are down 
18 fms. 1 ft. in flat-rod shaft, in a beautiful killas; and we expect to hole 
the adit level to engine shaft in about three weeks, having only 8 fms. 
more to drive. The engine-house walls will be up by end of next week.” 

The Albion Porcelain Clay Company is no less satisfactory, as reported 
by Mr. Morgan. ‘We have in pans, pit and linhay, about 300 tons of 
clay washed, which will be speedily dry and ready for shipment, as soon 
as the weather is a little more favourable.” 

The case of Messrs. Griffiths and Co., iron-masters of Wolverhampton, 
was brought before Commissioner Balguy, on Monday last, with a view 
to a private arrangement of the affairs of the company; but owing to an 
irregularity in the mode of presenting the accounts, the further hearing 
of the case was postponed for one month.

Tue Sovrn AvstraLian Copper Minino Company.—In the Court of 
Exchequer, on Tuesday, an action (Reed and another v. Armitage) was brought, for 
the non-delivery of certain shares in the company, according to contract, From the 
statement of Mr. Reed, and the other evidence for the plaintiffs, itappeared that about 
the latter end of 1851 Mr. Lamie Murray was occupied in getting up the above-named 
company. He engaged the plaintiffs, who then carried on business as solicitors in 
Bucklersbury, to assist him to carry out bis design. The plaintiffs consented to do 
so, and to receive 1000 free shares in the pany asar tion for their services. 
The company was afterwards established, and the defendant became one of the direc- 
tors. In order that shares may be quoted on the Stock Exchange, it is necessary that 
two-thirds of the capital should have been subscribed, and the first efforts of the di- 
rectors were directed to getting this quantity of theirsharestaken up. For this pur- 
pose a finance committce was appointed, consisting of the defendant and two other 
persons. This committee were to borrow 6000/. of the company’s bankers, with which 
shares might be purchased in the market, by which the price would be raised, and a 

ublic demand for them be created. In addition to 1000 free shares which were al- 
lotted to each of the directors, the finance committee were to have 8000 among them 
to indemnify them against the debt incurred to the bankers. While the finance com- 
mittee were carrying on their labours, the plaintiffs required Mr. Murray to deliver 
the 1000 shares, and as he lected to fulfil his engagement, they commenced an 
action against him. On the 16th of June last, while the action uguinst Mr. Murray 
was pending, the defendant called on the plaintiff, Reed, and expressed his regret that 
the plaintiffs had not been satisfied, and said that he was authorised by the directors 
to offer the plaintiffs 600 shares. The plaintiffs refused, and the defendant then said, 
that if the plaintiffs would a the 600 shares they should have a call for 200 shares 
each—that is, a right to have t number allotted to them at par, although they 
might be at a premium in the market. The plaintiffs agreed to this, and an order 
was drawn up to stay the action against Murray on delivery of the 600 shares, but 
nothing was expressed in the order ns to the call for 400 shares. On the 11th of Oct. 
the plaintiffs wrote’to the defendant, stating that they wished to exercise their right 
to call for 200 shares, according to the agreement, and on the 12th the plaintiff Reed 
senta cheque for 200/,, and requested that as many shares might be delivered to him. 
The defendant returned for answer that he could not take upon bimself to comply 
with plaintiffs peremptory request, but that be could assure him that what was 
right should be done. Some further correspondence passed between the parties, but 
the shares not being delivered, the plaintiffs brought the’present action. It was 
proved that on the 1 of October the shares were at Y prem.

Struve’s Parent Ming Ventitator at THE Mippie Durrnyn Cor- 
Lrerxy.—It will be in the recollection of our readers that we have fre- 
quently noticed this mode of mine ventilation in our columns, and that, 
although hitherto the machine has only been employed in small collieries, 
where no very great amount of ventilation was required, yet the results 
were of the most satisfactory nature. Many competent persons, however, 
whilst they freely acknowledged its superiority as a means of ventilation 
in collieries of a limited extent, doubted the expediency of resorting to it 
in large collieries infested with fire-damp. After the occurrence of the 
lamentable explosion which took place in the Middle Duffryn Colliery, 
near Aberdare, about a year since, the proprietor determined to try Mr. 
Struvé’s plan of ventilation, as he found that both the furnace and steam- 
jet, employed both separately and conjointly, failed to produce the amount 
of ventilation required. The machine has now been erected; and al- 
though not yet properly connected with the colliery, and only communi- 
cating with it by temporary and very imperfect means, the result on a 
trial made was most gratifying, and unequivocally demonstrated the vast 
superiority of the ventilator to either the furnace or the steam-jet, and 
to both combined. We refrain at present from giving particulars, but, 
on the completion of the needful underground arrangements, a full, im- 
partial, and detailed statement of its operation and effects will appear in 
our columns. In the meantime, we congratulate Mr. Struvé on the suc- 
cess which has been achieved, and the miners on the prospect ‘hus revealed 
of “the good days coming,’ when there will be such an improvement in 
the ventilation as most materially to diminish the suffering to which they 
are now exposed in consequence of the impure atmosphere they are obliged 
to breathe, and the dreadful loss of life entailed upon them by ever-recur- 
ring explosions. sed 

Fatar. Contirry Exproston.—Mr. Dyson, one of the West Riding co- 
roners, held an inquest on the bodies of John Hiley, aged 14, and John 
Haigh, aged 11, who lost their lives by an explosion in a coal-pit at the 
Fieldhouse Colliery and Clay-works on the Leeds road from Huddersfield, 
and adjoining the London and North-Western Railway. The works are 
the property of Mr. Edward Brooke, and a great number of hands are em- 
ployed in the getting of coal and clay, and in the manufacture of pot drain- 
age pipes, &c. In the pit where the explosion took place upwards of 50 
men and boys are ——_ : itcontains three separate strata of coal beds; 

ident occurred, called the band-coal bed, is 14 yards 
from the surface ; the second, the hard bed, is 50 yards deep ; and the last, 
the soft bed, is 80 yards deep; and the whole are ventilated by a furnace 
worked day and night on week-days by two men. The workpeople ar- 
rived at the works as usual on Monday morning, and the first batch of four 
were let down in a corve, or cage, at 6 o'clock. Before a second batch, how- 
ever, could be lowered, a loud explosion of fire-camp , and a tre- 
mendous volume of smoke, dust, &c., began to ascend the shaft of the pit. 
As soon as possible, and within a quarter of an hour, several persons de- 
scended with safety-lamps, and soon extricated John Furniss, aged 17, and 
Allen Boothroyd, aged 26, who were got out alive, though they were dreadfully burnt 
and bruised. One of the deceased was quite dead at. the time he was got out. The 
other was got out alive, but died soon after. The witnesses examined were Samuel 
Clegg (the bottom steward), James Clarke, James Astley, and Mr. C. Morton, (one of the 
Government Inspectors of Mines,) who bad that day examined the mine. It appeared 
the men were allowed to enter the mine with nahol candies that the ventilating fur- 
nace was permitted to stand unworked on Sundays, from a conscientious conviction on 
the part of the proprietor against all Sunday work ; and that the mine was otherwise 
imperfectly ventilated. At the conclusion, the jury found the following verdict :— 
Died from an explosion of fire-damp, caused by the ventilating furnace being neglected 
bet ween Saturday and Monday morning, which neglect arose from orders of Mr. Brooke, 
the proprietor, and was also caused by the want of a proper inspection of the works 
previous to the workpeople entering them.” Mr. Brooke was not present; but his 
son, Mr. Robinson, the manager, and Clegg, the bottom steward, were then called into 
the room, and the coroner then read the verdict to them, Mr. Brooke, many Uy = 3 
Cannot you insert my name in the verdict instead of my father’s, as I believe he had 
not been informed it was necessary to work the furnace on Sundays? Coroner : 
cannot do that, as we have it in evidence to the contrary ; and, however painful it may 
be, we must saddle the right horse. Mr. Morton: If Mr. Brooke will not work the 
furnace on a Sunday he ought not to work the men on a Monday, and if he persists I 
shall make a special report to Lord Palmerston. It were far better to work on Sun- 
days than to kill men on Mondays. Mr. Brooke jun., and Mr. Robinson on 
behalf of Mr. Brooke, that one of the two alterations should be carried out, and all 
other yimp ts. Mr. Morton: In justice to Mr. Brooke, | ought to state 
that many of the arrangements at the works are of a superior kind. 





IMPORTANT TO ALL ENGACED 1n Mines.—After the firing of a blast at 
Wheal Squire, one of the miners, too anxious about the result, descended 
before the powder smoke had properly cleared away. He consequently 
imbibed the impure air, and, although immediately drawn up by his com- 
panions, did not succeed in landing, but fell from the kibble a depth 14 or 
15 fathoms, The anxiety of his comrades for his safety led one to des- 
cend; but he, finding himself unable to live, called to “ wind-up,” which 
was done before he had properly placed himself in the kibble ; he, how- 
ever, held on with both hands, but fell before he was able to Jand. The 
greatest consternation prevailed amongst the miners, no one daring to 
venture in such an impure atmosphere, where they believed two of their 
comrades to lie dead. Fortunately, the captain of the mine, Mr. R. Pen- 
berthy, had read that under similar circumstances a life had been saved 
by throwing water down the shaft, and after doing so for some time they 
had the pleasure of knowing by the feeble groans of their comrades that 
life was not extinct, and although severely cut and bruised from the effects 
of the fall, there is every hope they will be restored to their families. One 
of the men states that he was conscious he was dying, but was unable to 
speak till the descent of the water purified the Air and caused a chill to 
pass over his body. The other, on being brought to the surface, was ap- 

arently lifeless, and there is no doubt that in a very short time they would 
xe been out.of ali human aid, Great credit is due to Capt. Penberth 
for the energetic measures taken by him, which, under Divine Providence, 
have been the means of preserving the lives of two fellow-creatures.

Tus Sream-Enorve.—Mr. R. Burn, engineer, of Birmingham, by a 
new patent, proposes to adapt to engines of all classes certain mechanism, 
consisting of cross-heads and side-rods by which the motion of the piston- 
rod is transmitted to the crank-shaft, in lieu of adopting the ordinary ar- 
rangements for this purpose. He gives a diagram of a horizontal cylin- 
der engine thus fitted, in which a cross-head is keyed to the end of the 
piston-rod, which cross-head is connected by side-rods moving parallel 
to the piston-rod, with a second cross-head, which latter has attached to 
it a guide-rod, for keeping it steady. The connecting-rod is worked from 
the second cross-head, and by this arrangement the friction is reduced 
below what is usual in direct acting engines. Mr. Burn claims the me- 
chanism consisting of cross-heads and side-rods, adapted and applicd so 
as to form an intermediate means of communicating or transmitting mo- 
tion from the piston-rod to the crank-shaft. 





Tre Maxgazion anp Movunt’s Bay Reoarra, last week, was cele- 
brated by a dinner—at whieh Mr. Thomas Field proposed as a tonst a 
subject in which all were more or less interested—‘ Mining Pursuits.”
